DEAB FEIEND:—California has given 


me a wonderful appetite. This, indeed, 
is a delightful climate. Each day since 
we are here has been like our most 
beautiful summer days at home. While 
you were suffering that cold weather 
back there we were enjoying sunshine 
and a temperature of 83 in the shade 
on the north side of the college. We 
had a beautiful rain the evening of the 
10th of January, the first rain since 
May. The next morning the sky was 
very clear again; the dust all washed 
from the green plants and trees and 
it was like a spring morning at home. 
The three following mornings we had 
frost and our coldest morning was 28, 
about daylight. 


Fuel here, of course, is high, $16 a 


cord for wood; but, then, it only re- 
quires a little hit of fire to warm a 
room 
We often sit in onr room in 


this large building without fire and we 
are in the east side. Oa the west side, 
where the sun shines in the afternoon, 
the rooms are so warm from the sun 
the windows need to be open for com- 
fort. 


This valley is nearly all planted in 


fruit trees, mostly orange. They are 
now shipping oranges and we can buy 
70 pounds for ten cents. Some of them 
are as rood as you piy 5 cents a p'ece 
for back there.

William C Whitney, former secreta- 


ry of the navy, died at big home in 
New York city Tuesday afternoon, of 
peritonitis and blood poisoning, follow- 
ing an operation for appendicitis. He 
expired while under the influence of 
ether, preparatory to a second opera- 
tion. 


William Collins Whitney, next to the 


president himself, was the most com- 
manding figure of the first Cleveland 
administration, his prestige resting 
principally upon his vigor in reorgan- 
izing the navy department and begin- 
ning the construction of the new Amer-

while there was a decrease of 35,185 
tons of freight carried, thtre was an 
increase In the cost of its transpor- 
tation of »5«,079 54. A portion of this 
was due to the greater percentage of 
Broad Top coal, which, as it is collect- 
ed on the branch roada from the differ- 
ent mines, with but few cars to the 
train, necessarily costs more to haul 
than the through coal, the increase of 
nearly 20 per cent, in freight mileage 
being largely due to this cause. A por- 
tion was due to the higher average 
rate of wages and a portion to the in- 
creased ear service charged in that 
account. 


The amount received for transpor-

Aside from his services to the country, 
Mr. Whitney was notable for his great 
financial operations, especially in the 
development of street car lines in New 
York and other cities; for his racing 
stable, the finest in the country; as a 
patron of art and for his various pala 
lial residences in different parts of the 
country. Socially, he was a lavish en- 
tertainer, delighting to fill his splendid 
mansions with large parties of friends. 


Mr. Whitney was born in Oonway, 


Mass., on July 5,1841. He was descend- 
ed from John Whitney, who came to 
New England in 1635 with Sir Rich- 
ard S»l tons tall. 


His preliminary education was had 


at Williston seminary, East Hampton, 
Mass. Ha entered Yale, where he was 
class orator, and was graduated in 1863 
Ha then took a course at the Harvard 
Liw school and was graduated in 1865. 
In 1866, having baen admitted to the 
bar, Mr. Whitney went to New York 
and began the practice of his profes- 
sion. 
Aa a lawyer he was very success- 


ful, but he had a strong inclination to- 
ward financial ventures and devoted 
much of his time to the development 
of 
various corporation 
resources. 


Practically every venture in which he 
engaged, was successful and he soon 
amassed a large fortune. In 1369 he 
m irried Miss Flora Payne, daughter of 
the late Senator Payne, of Ohio, who 
brought him a dower o' (3,000,000 
Mrs. Whitney died in New York on 
February 5,1893, leavingfour children. 
Mr. Whitney's second wife was Mrs. 
Edith S. Randolph, widow of a British 
army officer, to whom he was married 
on September 29, 1896. She was a 
daughter of the late Dr. J. F. May, of 
Baltimore. She died on May 6, 1899, 
the result of an accident received while 
horseback riding at Aiken, S. C., fifteen 


year.

I THE OIL DISTRICT. 


Wealth That 1» Not Visible to the Bra of 


the Uninformed Paner-by. 
WOLF ECN, W. VA , February 1. 


DEAU GAZETTE •—This is a small 


place—a poatoffice, store and a very 
Jew dwelling, situated between hills 
that tower far toward the noon sun. 
It has no special interest attached to 
it of which I with to speak, but the 
country round ab Jut is in such striking 
contrast to most of tin larme in the 
eld county of Bedford that I think a 
partial description might boot interest 
to some of your readers. 


Many farms here do not have enough 


of nearly level land to build a small 
house on, allowing for a small yard 
aad garden. The stable, into which is 
crowded a cow or two and as many 
horses, may be 8 or 10 by 12 or 18 feet 
and so low that the horse never Mete 
up indoors. The feed is cornfodder, 
worthless hay or straw in some kind oi 
irregular piles outside, exposed to the 
weather, much cf it showing unmis- 
Uk&ble ruarkslof oge. 


The house inly not be, comparative- 


ly, larger than the burn, and its occu- 
pints from ;wo to ten in number, yet I 
base never seen the single room so full 
that room for a strangar was denied. 
They are, as a-people, magnanimously 
generous. They farm but little and in 
our county puch land would not be 
farm-d at all. Five years ago this land 
could often be bought for from five to 
tea dollars an acre. The same land 
has since be»n optioned for oil, and 
then for coal, and sold and resold for 
S20, $50, $100 or more per acre. The 
annual income from rente, where the 
oil is undeveloped, to a royalty, where 
it is developed, may b> anywhere from 
$200 to 45,000 
This is in the oil dis- 


tiict. ' All the land is underlaid with 
coal ard has nearly all been sold. It 
is, in this part of the state, 25 miles 
eas.t of Wheeling, from two to four 
hundred feet beneath the surface. So, 
you s-w, tniuv of these people are real- 
ly wealthy, but it is not visible to the 
naked eye of the uninquiring passer- 
by. 


A case ciiae under my notice here 


that is peculiarly sad, even to me, a 
hardened sinner. For four years I 
have been rather intimately acquaint- 
ed with a family consisting of father, 
mother, five daughters and a eon. 
Among the daughters was one that, in 
the m»antim3, grew from a girl of 12 
to a stately, comely young lady of 16. 
She was beautiful, more beautiful, mast 
beautiful and, in easy, graceful poise 
and manner, uutdid them all. la the 
face of all these natural advantages, 
seemingly ignoring the fact that she 
was the petted angel of the household, 
a few months since, she clandestinely 
left home, supposedly in company 
with a mm more than twice her age, 
with more than a t,liady character, per- 
haps positively bad, and her where- 
abouts are unknown. Gladly, thank- 
fully, would this poor mother lay down 
her burden and take up that of that 
ancient one who wept for her children 
and refused to be comforted because 
they were not. What would she not 
sacrifice to cleanse this darling's soul 
of its pollutioi and degradation? Alas, 
she too well knows that her daugh- 
ter's life must ba a blight, and her real 
happiness a thing of the past.

interesting, both for the straight and 
unbroken ridge of Tussey mountain on 
the 696,, and the remarkable loop of 
Dunning mountain oa the west and 
north. Along both sides of the valley 
runs an alincst continuous line of 
bsnches, ranging from 500 to 300 feet 
below the summit of the mountains. 
At McKee's gap a stream has cut its 
way through the ridge and formed a 
water-gap which is the outlet for the 
drainage of the north end of the cove.

He was a 
man whose horoscope no human being 
has ever been able to cast. 
He was 


one ol those iDScrutab'e beings who 
have, no duplicate; a man who m'ght 
have riien to great elevation among 
mankind, lor his lile was one of start- 
ling poisibilities, brightened by many 
suce< sses, yet filled to the brim with 
failures and unrfaMzations; a dreamer 
perhaps, living among active millions, 
but in himsell as much alone as il he 
ware living on an uninhabited desert. 
He seemed to have nothing in common 
with his lellow-men and yet this mar- 
vel ol contradictions was as ibsolute a 
dictator as Russia's czar. 
The man 


who knew h!m 40 years ago when plan- 
ning to lay his trsmw»ys in the streets 
ol London would scarcely recognize 
him in the "Psycho" who passed away 
last week.

Still, 
the fools are not in the majority, and 
the greater part of the women who make 
mistakes do it through ignorance and 
false sense ol proportion. When we 
Itart classes in girls' schools lor the 
itndy of a perspective that is not that 
of drawing and a proportion that is not 
to be fouud in the arithmetics we may 
hope for better things for the future ol 
the nation.

Baker, of New York, reported in the 
Congressional Record of January 18. 


A VALUABLE SPOT. 


Some time ago a law passed the Al- 


bany legislature requiring that in tbe 
tax duplicates the value ol the bare 
land and the value ot improvement 
should be shown in separate columns. 
The first assessment has been made 
under the new law, so that it is now 
possible to tell what the profit of the 
earth is to the owners ot the land on 
which New York city stands. From 
the official reports we learn that the 
value of that particular spot of the 
earth's surface is (3,697,686,935. Over 
three and one ball billion dollars! At 
five per cent this means a ground rent 
of nearly 185 millions a year which 
that great city pays to those who own 
the land beneath it. 


A FIRST MOET6AQB. 


One hundred and eighty-five mil- 


lions! Let us try to comprehend it. 
Suppose every bread-winner in that 
city earned three dollars a day. Sup- 
pose one in every three were a bread- 
winner. These estimates are too high, 
but it IB well to keep on the safe side 
Now, 
then.it takes the combined labor 


of all the toilers of New York city, for 
55 days in every year, to satisfy 
the claims ol the landlords. The last 
bulletin of the Department ol Labor 
contains the results of an investigation 
of the land values of Philadelphia 
This investigator shows that the land 
there is owned by less than 10 per 
cent, of the people. It this percentage 
holds good in New York, it means tbat 
less than 350,000 people collect ot tbe 
other 3,500,000 who lire there a toll of 
135 million dollars a year, which is a 
kind of first mortgage that they have 
upon the industry of that mighty city, 
and which amounts to tbe complete 
enslavement ot that entire population

two oyster shells each "trip." It is on 
the mother of pearl in these that the 
European depends for his sure profit 
Pearls are "plums," which only occa- 
sionally fall to his lot 
Divers work 


for a wage, and all the shells brought 
np are the property of the employer. 
In "Studies 
In Brown 
Humanity" 


Hugh Clifford describes Malay pearl 
fishers. 
They anchor on the oyster 


beds or as near them as possible, he 
says, and the diving takes place twice 
a day. 


"All 
the boats are manned at morn- 


ing and evening, and the Sulu boys row 
them out to the point selected for the 
day's operations. The white man in 
charge always goes with them in order 
to keep an eye upon the shells, to resus- 
citate exhausted divers and generally 
to look after his own interests.

""" THE ISLE OF NOBLES. 


A Famou« Hlntorlc Site, the Cradle 


of Saxon Liberty. 


The Isle of Athelney, or the "isle ol 


nobles," as the name signifies, IB one 
of the most famous of historic sites. 
A thousand years ago it was a low islet 
covered with willows and alders and 
surrounded by fens and overflowing 
marshes, altogether inaccessible except 
by boats. There King Alfred sought 
refuge with a swineherd, and there he 
lay concealed from the Invading Dane* 
for the space of a whole year. The re- 
sort of his chieftains to this place 
caused it to be known as the "isle of 
nobles," which may be regarded as the 
cradle and stronghold of Saxon liberty. 
After Alfred regained the possession 
of his throne he erected a Benedictine 
abbey on this spot and "endowed it 
with all the lands in the isle of Athel- 
ney." The monastery has entirely dis- 
appeared, but its site is marked by a 
stone pillar erected in 1801 by the own-

Here, 
waiter," the man persisted, "you tell 
me why when you open a bottle of

host's glass before serving the guests." 


The waiter smiled and answered: 
"It's a matter of form, sir; an old 


custom, a politeness. Its origin lies in 
the fact that after the removal of the 
cork there might be left in the neck of 
the bottle a little dust or a few specks 
of cork. The first drops poured out 
would in that event contain the dust or 
the cork, and thus the guest were he 
served first might get this refuse; hence 
the host Is given the first drops.

In keeping the bottle's neck clean. The 
custom, therefore, Is n formality In 
America. In Italy, though. It is n real 
necessity, for over there they pour a 
little oil in tlie necks of their bottles of 
native wine before corking on the 
ground that this makes the wine air 
tight. No doubt it does, but It also in 
somj cases gives to tlie first glass from 
the bottle a decidedly oily flavor. There- 
fore the first glass the host gallantly 
takes."—Philadelphia Record.

But GroTFnap People, Most of Them, 


Are More or Less Insane. 


There is one disadvantage which Is 


Involved in the very nature of educa- 
tion—that is, that we have to assume 
that grownup people are representa- 
tive. We have even to go the length 
of assuming that grownup people are 
sane. When we talk about encouraging 
health in children and discouraging 
morbidity, when we talk of such and 
such a child being abnormal or inter- 
esting or neurotic or a genius, we are 
all the time taking for granted that we 
ourselves have attained to what is 
profitable and eternal in human nature. 
But there is at least something that 
may reasonably be said upon the other 
side. It may at least very plausibly 
be maintained that it Is children who 
are, age after age, sane and reliable 
and grownup people who are, age aft- 
er age, more or less fantastic and dis- 
concerting. 
The great 
majority of 


grownup people in any age will be in 
all probability slightly insane; for since 
no human philosophy is perfect, and 
since every human philosophy natural- 
ly treats itself as if it were perfect, the 
chances are in every generation that 
the majority of educated people will be 
ecstatically certain of something that 
is quite untrue. Children, on the other 
hand, it might be maintained, repre- 
sent the actual primary and untouched 
human nature. Whatever agrees with 
that is sane; whatever disagrees with 
it is eccentric. 
Children are always 


children, or, to limit the matter with 
more precision, babies, at any rate, are 
always babies. 
But few will be so 


paradoxical as to maintain that men 
are always men or women, always wo- 
men.—Black and White.

Wonderful Accuracy of HU Aim at 


the Butcher's Block. 


Outside a butcher shop twenty or 


thirty persons stood watching a man 
at work with an adz. He stood on a 
large oaken block, such as meat is 
chopped on, which he had taken from 
Its legs and placed on the curb, sloping 
toward the street. The surface of the 
block had become scarred and rough- 
ened from use. With clean, accurate 
strokes of the adz the man soon made 
It as smooth as a mahogany table. It 
was the wonderful accuracy of his aim 
that made passersby stop to look at 
him. 
He paid no attention to them. A 


single false blow would have ruined 
the block. When the job was done, the 
man helped the butcher mount the 
block, collected $5 and went off to 
keep another appointment. 


"It has taken me twenty-three years 


to learn to chop like that," he said to 
a reporter. 
"My charge is from $5 to 


$10, according to the size of the block. 
A block requires evening off in that 
way every three or four years. I have 
customers now that I had when I first 
began business, twenty-five years ago. 
In all that time I have spoiled only two 
blocks, and they were during the two 
years of my apprenticeship. The butch- 
ers can get their chopping blocks put 
In condition by sending them to the 
sawmill. But it Is more expensive, and 
they can't spare them so long from the 
shops. There is enough work of this 
kind in New York to keep myself and 
half a dozen others busy."—New York 
Press.

Modern railroading lias driven the

Then tlie cars were not so brilliantly 
illuminated as they are now, and the 
ticket taker was obliged to carry bis 
light on his left arm in order to see the 
pasteboards as he passed through tlie 
dimly lighted car. 


At one time tbe conductors indulged 


in considerable extravagance in tlie 
matter of lanterns. Some of them were 
gold and silver plated. The upper part 
of the glass globe was colored blue, and 
the name of the owner was cut in old 
English letters. At the meetings of the 
Conductors' association manufacturers 
would arrange a great display of costly 
lights at one of the hotels in tbe city in 
which tlie meeting would be held. 
Some of the conceits in the lights were 
unique, and the prices ranged from $25 
to ten times that figure. The glass and 
plating were kept in a highly polished 
state, and none dared to meddle with 
this part of tbe ticket puncher's equip- 
ment.

SHELLFISH LANGUAGE. 


Carious CHclcins Sounds Heard on 


the Wnter at Meht. 


Most seamen will tell of curious click- 


Ing sounds heard on calm nights at sea, 
and the origin of the noise seems so al- 
together unaccountable that it has of- 
ten created some alarm among super, 
stations fishermen. 


A distinguished naturalist made a 


careful study of the sounds on many 
occasions and found that it was not a 
sustained note, but made up of a multi- 
tude of tiny opes, each clear and dis- 
tinct in itself and ranging from a high 
treble down to a bass. When the ear 
was applied to the gunwale of the boat 
the sound grew more intense, and in 
some places as the boat moved on it 
could not be heard at all. 


On other occasions the sounds resem- 


bled the tolling of bells, the booming of 
guns and the notes of an aeolian harp. 


For a long time he was unable to 


trace the cause, but at length discov- 
ered that the sounds were made by 
shellfish, hundreds of them opening 
their shells and closing them with 
sharp snaps. The noise, partly muffled 
by the water, sounded indescribably 
weird.
